area in M anchuria, with the prospect 
of impeding operations, but even more 
im portant is ihe information from an 
exceptional source that the Japan ese 
have once more delayed too long. 
General K uropatkin has now w ith­ 
draw n the bulk of his^ arm y safely 
north of Liao Y'ang 
leaving only a 
strong rear guard line southeast of 
Liao Y’ang to contest the ad ia n e e when 
it comes. 
According t«« this inform a­ 
tion the Jap an ese have about 300,000 
m en in the arm ies operating against 
General K uropatkin, rendering it too 
hazardous for him to risk a general 
engagem ent. 
The general staff has no information 
bearing on the reported presence of a 
large force of Jap an ese at Paithuhi, a 
place that cannot be located on avail­ 
able maps. 
The report agrees, how­ 
ever. with the general tenor of the in­ 
form ation th at General K uropatkin is 
already retreatin g north of Liao Yang. 


ANXIOUS DIPLOMATS 


They Are Already Talking of What 
Will Follow Peace. 
St. Petersburg. Aug. 11.— D iscount­ 
ing the fall of Port A rthur and the dis­ 
astrous defeat of General K uropatkin 
at the hands of the combined Japanese 
arm ies, som e diplomats are already 
speculating upon the situation In which 
the com batants would he left and the 
question as to w hether it is possible 
th a t a way would be opened for peace. 
T he alm ost unanim ous opinion is that 
w ith her present record of victory, 
combined with the field difficulty of 
continuing the w ar indefinitely, Japan 
would welcome peace, and the alm ost 
equally unanim ous verdict is that Rus­ 
sia wouhl adopt a contrary course. 
E ven should every Russian soldier be 
driven out of Manchuria the diplomats 
believe th a t Russia could not afford 
to yield, but would be compelled to 
doggedly continue the war. collect a n ­ 
o ther arm y in Siberra and take the 
offensive next year 
Several keen dip­ 
lomats. however, are of the opinion 
th a t Japan, b> a clever coup, in the 
event of 
K uropatkin 
being 
routed, 
might perhaps force the powers to in 
tervene in. a way th at Russia could not 
resist.
